It's  a  tomorrow  that  is  brighter  than 
yesterday  and  more  challenging  than  today." 


PRESIDENT  LYNDON  B.  JOHNSON,  accompanied  by 
his  eldest  daughter,  Lynda  Bird,  and  an  entourage  of 
cabinet  members,  legislators  and  secret  service  agents,  be- 
came the  first  President  of  the  United  States  ever  to  speak 
at  Ohio  University  when  he  addressed  a  throng  estimated 
at  15,000  from  the  west  portico  of  Memorial  Auditorium 
May  7. 

The  invitation  to  come  to  Athens  was  first  extended 
by  Ohio  President  Vernon  R.  Alden  for  the  university's 
Founders  Week  Observance  last  February.  The  late  Presi- 
dent John  F.  Kennedy  had  previously  been  scheduled  to 
attend  that  event. 

The  news  of  the  President's  visit  to  the  Ohio  campus 


was  released  May  4,  giving  University  officials  scant  time 
to  prepare  for  arrangements  and  the  expected  flood  of 
requests  for  press  passes,  television  camera  space,  and 
biographical  background  information.  All  requests  were 
filled  and  physical  arrangements  were  completed  in  record 
time. 

The  usual  air  of  excitement  pervaded  the  campus,  and 
by  Wednesday,  the  day  before  the  President's  arrival,  pro- 
fessors found  it  difficult  to  discuss  anything  but  Mr.  John- 
son's impending  visit.  Several  hearty  students  attempted 
to  spend  Wednesday  night  camped  out  on  the  College 
Green,  but  the  group  was  dispersed  by  security  officials 
around  2  a.m. 
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JOHNSON'S  STOPOVER  in  Athens  was  part  of  a 
five-state,  30-hour  whirlwind  tour  of  depressed  areas  that 
are  included  in  his  proposed  War  on  Poverty  program. 
Ohio's  Dr.  Alden  heads  President  Johnson's  Job  Corps 
program. 

By  8  a.m.  Thursday  morning  students  and  townspeople 
were  assembling  in  great  numbers  on  the  Green.  Four  ban- 
ners, strung  from  trees  by  dormitories  and  fraternities,  were 
in  place  and  the  only  thing  left  to  do  was  wait. 

The  helicopter  carrying  the  President  and  his  20-year- 
old  daughter  touched  down  at  Peden  Stadium  at  11:53 
a.m.  He  had  arrived  at  Lockbourne  Air  Force  Base  outside 
Columbus  at  11:02  a.m.  and  departed  for  Athens  at  11:21

a.m.  Johnson,  riding  in  the  third  helicopter  to  land  on  the 
football  green,  was  greeted  by  Dr.  Alden  and  several  Uni- 
versity and  Athens  officials  before  being  whisked  away  by 
Secret  Service  agents  to  a  waiting  car  preparatory  to  a 
parade   through   downtown   Athens. 

Anxiously  awaiting  crowds,  in  many  places  four  and 
five  deep,  lined  the  parade  route  from  the  stadium  to 
Memorial  Auditorium.  The  President  made  his  first  un- 
scheduled departure  from  his  automobile  in  front  of  Grover 
Center,  where  he  spotted  a  sign  that  read,  "President 
Johnson,  Will  You  Sign  Our  Bass  Drum?"  The  drum, 
property  of  the  Nelsonville  High  School  band,  and  now 
inscribed  with  the  Johnson  brand,  has  been  permanently 
retired. 

THE  PRESIDENT  stopped  his  caravan  two  more 
times  to  shake  hands  and  chat  with  onlookers  before  arriv- 
ing at  Memorial  Auditorium.  Secret  Service  agents,  con- 
fronted by  the  huge  crowds,  had  a  minimum  of  difficulty 
in  keeping  the  roadway  clear  for  the  visiting  President. 

JOHN  GALBREATH,  '20,  chairman  of  the  Ohio 
Board  of  Trustees,  formally  convened  the  160th  anniversary 
convocation.  Galbreath  also  presented  Ohio  Governor  James 
A.  Rhodes.  After  a  brief  speech,  the  Governor  introduced 
President  Alden. 

In  speaking  of  Johnson's  poverty  program,  Dr.  Alden 
said  the  President's  Economic  Opportunity  Act  will  result 
in  "fourth  great  revolution  in  education."  He  added,  "This 
educational  experiment  will  deal  with  the  thousands  of  hope- 
less, under-educated  youths  from  the  urban  slums  and 
from  the  pockets  of  rural  poverty." 
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Then  came  the  big  moment  the  crowd  had  long  await- 


ed. 


"I  AM  GLAD  to  be  in  Ohio  once  again  and  to  come 
to  your  historic  campus  in  this  one-hundred  sixtieth  anni- 
versary year,"   President  Johnson   told   the  overflow  crowd. 

Adding  a  touch  of  wit  to  his  address,  the  President 
said,  "Since  this  began  as  a  poverty  inspection  tour  I  want 
to  clarify  our  presence  here.  The  faculty's  opinion  not  with- 
standing, I  do  not  believe  Ohio  University  has  any  poor 
students.  As  the  father  of  a  college  daughter  myself,  if  I 
wanted  to  inspect  pockets  of  poverty  I  would  go  to  see 
your  parents  instead  of  coming  here." 

He  added,  "After  my  recent  experience  with  my 
beagles,  it  is  very  good  to  be  here  with  all  these  Bobcats." 

Johnson  announced  to  the  audience  that  a  contract 
had  been  signed  by  the  Area  Redevelopment  Administration 
to  establish  a  regional  development  institute  at  Ohio  Uni- 
versity.  This,    he   said,   will   make   the   University  the  focal 


point  of  economic  development  for  the  southeastern  Ohio 
area. 

IN  THE  MAIN  TEXT  of  his  speech,  President  John- 
son said  "We  must  bring  equal  justice  to  all  our  citizens, 
abolish  human  poverty,  eradicate  killing  and  crippling 
diseases,  and  lengthen  the  life  span  of  man  to  100  or  120 
years,  eliminate  illiteracy,  and  end  open  bias  and  active 
bigotry." 

Lynda  Bird,  dressed  in  a  green  and  white  dress  for  the 
Athens  visit,  was  presented  a  bouquet  of  white  roses  before 
her  father's  speech  by  Doris  McCormick,  president  of  Zeta 
Tau  Alpha  sorority.  Miss  Johnson  is  a  Zeta  at  the  LTniver- 
sity  of  Texas. 

Following  the  speech,  the  President  sped  away  to 
Peden  Stadium  and  within  minutes  the  five  Army  heli- 
copters headed  back  to  Lockbourne  AFB. 

It  was  a  big  day  for  Athens,  and  perhaps,  one  of  the 
most  significant  events  in  Ohio  University's  160-year  his- 
tory.

Ohio  Students 


Nominate  Lodge

'"THERE   WAS   CONFETTI.   Confetti.   More   confetti. 

There  were  enough  speeches,  demonstrations,  campaign 
buttons  and  sleepy-eyed  delegates  to  make  it  almost  seem 
real. 

And  it  took  six  ballots  and  15  weary  hours  of  wheel- 
ing and  dealing  before  2600  Ohio  University  students  nomi- 
nated United  States  Ambassador  to  Viet  Nam  Henry  Cabot 
Lodge  for  president  and  Michigan  Governor  George  Rom- 
ney  for  vice  president  at  the  1964  Mock  Republican  Con- 
vention April  24-25. 

"I  got  to  bed  at  5 :  30  a.m.  Sunday  morning,"  one  still 
yawning  coed  delegate  said,  "but  this  weekend  was  the 
greatest  I've  ever  had." 

For  others,  in  particular  a  sophomore  from  Canada, 
it  was  a  reawakening  to  the  principles  of  democracy  and 
an  experience  that  they  perhaps  will  never  encounter  again. 

THE  CANADIAN  BOY,  seated  on  the  convention 
floor  with  his  hands  clutching  a  Confederate  flag,  was  a 
delegate  from  Georgia.  And  it  was  obvious  to  observers  that 
he  knew  what  was  going  on.  He  supported  Barry  Goldwater, 
walked  out  of  the  convention  with  his  fellow  delegates  when 
the  Civil  Rights  platform  was  given,  and  joined  in  on  ever)' 
demonstration   for  every  announced  candidate. 

Ohio's  first  Mock  Political  Convention  was  held  in 
1960  in  Memorial  Auditorium.  Conducted  on  a  hit  or  miss 
basis,  the  weekend  was  applauded  by  all  who  participated. 
The  delegates  nominated  Senator  Lyndon  B.  Johnson  for 
president  and  Governor  of  New  Jersey  Robert  Meyner  for 
vice  president. 

This  year,  with  a  larger  number  of  students  participat- 
ing, the  scene  was  changed  to  Grover  Physical  Education 
Center. 


AMBASSADOR  Henry  Cabot  Lodge  won  on  the  sixth 
ballot,  but  this  sleepy  Lodge  supporter  was  too  tired  to 
celebrate    when    the    end    finally    came. 
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SUPPORTERS   of   Senator    Barry   Goldwater    paraded   through   the   streets   of  Athens  drum- 
ming  up   enthusiasm   for  their   candidate. 


And  when  the  nominations  for  president  finally  ended 
late  Saturday  night,  every  possible  candidate  was  placed 
before  the  delegates.  Following  every  nominating  speech, 
there  was  a  demonstration;  some  quite  long  and  noisy,  oth- 
ers relatively  short  and  noisy. 

Opening  night  activities  were  devoted  largely  to  the 
adoption  of  the  Republican  Mock  Convention  platform. 
It  was  meant  to  be  controversial — and  it  was. 

Using  the  1960  Republican  platform  as  a  guide  and 
advised  by  Dr.  Raymond  Gusteson,  associate  professor  of 
government  and  "father"  of  the  Mock  Convention  at  Ohio, 
the  platform  writers  decided  upon  ten  planks  and  arranged 
them  in  order  of  importance,  from  foreign  policy  to  natural 
resources. 

As  hoped,  a  rash  of  amendments  were  proposed  by 
the  enthusiastic  delegates,  and  as  expected,  only  a  small 
portion  of  the  platform  was  discussed  before  it  was  adopted 
in  its  entirety. 

THE  QUESTION  of  civil  rights  drew  the  most  at- 
tention. Alabama,  after  proposing  a  states'  rights  amend- 
ment, became  invoked  in  a  heated  debate  with  Illinois. 
Alabama's  proposal  failed,  and  in  protest,  all  of  the  south- 
ern states  except  South  Carolina  stomped  out  of  the  con- 
vention. With  the  southerners  removed  from  the  scene,  the 
strong  civil  rights  plank  was  quickly  adopted. 

Highlighting  the  Friday  night  session  were  speeches 
from  Ohio  Congressman  Oliver  Bolton  and  Kentucky  Sena- 
tor John  Sherman  Cooper.  Senator  Cooper,  late  in  arriv- 
ing due  to  a  conference  with  President  Johnson,  was  so 
pleased  with  the  proceedings  that  he  decided  to  spend  Satur- 
day on  the  Ohio  campus. 

Saturday's  session  began  at  2  p.m.  Before  the  role  call 
of  states  was  undertaken,  delegates  heard  Ohio  Congress- 
man-at-Large  Robert  Taft,  Jr.  Mr.  Taft,  son  of  the  late 
Senator  Robert  A.  Taft  and  grandson  of  the  late  President 
and  Supreme  Court  Chief  Justice  William  Howard  Taft, 
told  reporters  later  that  "Ohio  University  has  the  largest 
and   most   enthusiastic   mock    convention    in    the   country." 


OHIO    CONGRESSMAN    Oliver    Bolton    delivered 
stirring    speech    opening    the    Friday    night    session. 


Spotting  a  sign  displayed  from  the  California  dele- 
gation that  read  "We  Can  Be  Bought,"  Taft  told  the  dele- 
gates he  knew  this  occurred  at  conventions  but  he  had 
never  seen  it  openly  publicized. 

With  the  nominations  came  demonstrations,  each  dif- 
ferent from  the  one  preceding  it.  Goldwater  supporters 
went  so  far  as  to  have  five  girls  from  the  Georgia  delega- 
tion do  a  modified  "strip-tease"  on  the  convention  floor  plat- 
form. Peeling  off  balloons  and  crepe  paper,  the  girls,  dressed 
in  gold  bikinis,  drew  whistles  and  catcalls  from  the  floor. 

THROUGH  IT  ALL,  the  convention  was  managed 
under  the  capable  hands  of  former  Ohio  Governor  and  now 
Ohio  Supreme  Court  Justice  C.  William  O'Neill.  As  perma- 
nent chairman,  O'Neill  was  faced  with  the  difficult  prob- 
lem of  trying  to  restore  order  to  the  floor  following  each 
demonstration. 

When  the  convention  began  to  drag  into  the  wee  hours 
of  the  morning,  O'Neill  turned  to  an  associate  and  was 
heard  to  comment,  "I  don't  know  where  these  kids  get  all 
this   energy,   but   they   are   making   it   realistic." 
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THE    KEYNOTE    address   was    delivered    by    Kentucky    Senator   John    Sherman    Cooper.   The    Republican    leg- 
islator was   also   present  for  the   Saturday  afternoon   session. 


BALLOON  CATCHING  became  a  favorite  sport  for  many  of  the  2600 
participants.  Enthusiasm  never  waned  during  the  long  15-hour  Saturday 
session. 


As  was  predicted  early  in  the  convention,  a  three-way 
battle  for  the  nomination  developed  between  Goldwater, 
Pennsylvania's  Governor  William  F.  Scranton,  and  Lodge. 
Goldwater  fizzled  out  after  three  ballots.  Scranton  came 
within  a  whisker  of  making  it  on  the  fifth  ballot.  Lodge 
finally  got  the  nod  on  the  sixth  ballot  with  724  votes.  A 
total  of  655  votes  was  needed  to  nominate. 

When  order  was  restored,  Governor  Romney  was 
named  Lodge's  running-mate  by  acclamation.  The  clock 
on  the  wall  said  4:35  a.m. 

Sunday   was   a  very   quiet   day  on   the   Ohio  campus. 


CONVENTION  secretaries  were  kept  busy  manning  phones  and 
keeping  tally  of  the  votes  cast  for  each  delegate.  It  was  an  edu- 
cational   experience    that   will    not    be    forgotten    by   those    who    took

f~\HIO  UNIVERSITY'S  spring  sports  teams  continued 
^-^  the  strong  pace  started  by  the  fall  and  winter  sports 
in  helping  the  Bobcat  intercollegiate  athletes  wrap  up  their 
fourth  Mid-American  Conference  all-sports  trophy  in  the 
six  years  it  has  been  awarded. 

Ohio  compiled  51  points  to  runnerup  Miami's  48  in 
the  nine  sports  contested  in  MAC  activity.  Coach  Bill  Hess' 
gridders  and  Coach  Jim  Snyder's  court  five  won  undisputed 
first  places,  while  Coach  Bob  Wren's  nine  and  Coach  Ker- 
mit  Blosser's  links  crew  shared  the  top  spot. 

Second  places  went  to  the  wrestlers  of  Coach  Fred 
Schleicher,  the  swimmers  of  Coach  Fletcher  Gilders  and 
the  harriers  of  Coach  Stan  Huntsman.  Huntsman's  thinclads 
also  took  a  third  in  the  spring  meet  and  Coach  Carroll 
Widdoes'  netters  finished  seventh  in  the  racket  competition. 

The  final  point  tabulation  for  the  all-sports  award  was 
Ohio  51,  Miami  48,  Western  Michigan  43,  Bowling  Green 
40,  Kent  State  24/2,  Toledo  22 J/2  and  Marshall  19.  League 
balance  was  shown  in  that  every  school  except  Marshall  had 
at  least  a  tie  for  one  title. 

BOB  WREN  joined  Jim  Snyder  and  Bill  Hess  in  the 
category  of  surprising  the  "experts"  with  MAC  titles.  Faced 
with  rebuilding  a  team  that  lost  seven  of  nine  starters,  in- 
cluding the  top  battery  and  the  entire  outfield,  all  Wren 
did  was  direct  the  Bobcats  to  the  best  season  he's  had  in 
his   16  seasons  at  Ohio. 

A  so-so  spring  trip  ended  with  Ohio  owning  a  3-2 
record,  but  it  was  on  this  jaunt  that  Wren's  baseballers 
decided  they  wanted  to  play.  Following  a  1-0  loss  to  Kent 
State  in  the  opener  of  a  doubleheader,  the  Bobcats  whipped 
off  18  consecutive  victories  in  becoming  one  of  the  top 
teams  in  the  Midwest. 

The  final  record  of  21-4  in  all  games  and  10-1  in  the 
MAC  handed  Wren  the  following  achievements:  his  best 
percentage  in  all  games  (.840),  his  best  percemage  in  MAC 
games  (.909),  the  longest  winning  streak  in  Ohio  baseball 
history  (18),  Wren's  sixth  first  place  in  MAC  play,  and  the 
most  victories  by  any  of  his  clubs  except  the  1950  mark  of 
25-5.  His  lifetime  record  is  now  278-104,  a  .727  percentage 
against  some  of  the  finest  college  teams  in  the  country. 

While  the  final  team  batting  average  of  .312  was  out- 
standing, it  must  be  said  that  the  pitching  staff  carried  the 
load  through  the  crucial  portion  of  the  schedule.  The  team 
batting  average  was  only  .214  following  the  spring  tour,  and 
didn't  show  considerable  improvement  until  midway  through 
the  hot  string,  but  the  hurlers  never  faltered.  For  10  straight 
games  they  permitted  only  12  runs,  boasting  a  2.13  ERA  as 
a  team  after  that  stretch. 


When  the  hitters  finally  broke  loose,  it  was  murder  for 
the  opposition.  Eight  straight  times  they  scored  more  than 
10  runs  in  a  game,  racking  up  116  runs  for  an  average  of 
nearly  15  per  tilt.  The  once-puny  batting  mark  jumped  to 
.324  entering  the  final  weekend  series. 

Outstanding  individuals  emerged  from  a  team  of  un- 
knowns. Sophomore  third  baseman  Terry  Harmon  led  the 
team  in  every  major  hitting;  category,  batting  for  a  .420 
average,  scoring  35  runs,  belting  45  hits  including  1 1  dou- 
bles, three  triples  and  four  homers,  batting  in  30  runs  and 
stealing  10  bases.  He  earned  third-team  District  Four  honors. 

Second  baseman  Dennis  Scouler  was  runnerup  to  Har- 
mon in  most  of  the  hitting  statistics  as  he  finished  at  .400, 
and  he  was  named  to  the  second  all-district  team.  Other 
regulars  finishing  above  the  .300  mark  included  Jerry 
France,  Bob  Willet  and   Rick  Bullock. 

Three  pitchers  handled  all  but  13  innings  of  the  hill 
chores,  as  the  team  ended  with  a  2.72  ERA.  Senior  Terry 
Trimmer  earned  all-District  Four  first  team  honors  on  the 
basis  of  an  8-0  record,  a  2.21  earned  run  average  and  75 
strikeouts  and  13  walks  in  89.6  innings.  Junior  Len  Stahl 
was  8-2  with  a  2.25  ERA  and  64  strikeouts  and  16  walks 
in  80  frames.  Both  he  and  Trimmer  had  five  complete 
games.  Sophomore  lefty  Larry  Robinson  was  5-1  with  a 
2.58  ERA  and  25  strikeouts  and  13  base  on  balls  in  38.3 
innings. 

COACH  KERMIT  BLOSSER  faced  the  loss  of  two 
outstanding  golfers  entering  the  past  season,  but  with  six 
lettermen  and  four  seasoned  veterans,  was  anticipating  an- 
other good  year.  A  good  year  it  was,  as  the  Ohio  linksmen 
turned  in  a  15-4-1  dual  match  record,  a  strong  second  place 
in  the  Ohio  Intercollegiates  in  Columbus  and  a  tie  with 
Toledo  for  the  MAC  golf  crown. 

Blosser,  who  now  owns  a  218-74-8  record  as  Bobcat 
links  mentor,  did  a  lot  of  experimenting  through  the  early 
going  to  find  the  solid  last  two  men  he  needed  for  a  well- 
balanced  team.  Weather  conditions  hampered  early  prac- 
tice and  matches,  but  after  posting  a  5-3-1  record  through 
the  early  going,  the  team  won  eight  straight  matches  using 
a  variety  of  lineups.  A  loss  to  Miami  by  one  point  actually 
was  the  best  team  effort  of  the  year,  with  three  men  under 
par  at  the  Oxford  course. 

Darkness  hampered  the  linksmen  from  repeating  as  the 
champs  at  Columbus.  Down  13  strokes  after  the  first  18 
holes,  the  team  cut  seven  strokes  off  that  and  was  still 
going  strong  when  the  match  was  called  after  27  holes. 
Toledo  came  on  the  second  day  of  the  MAC  championships 
at  Oxford  to  tie  Ohio  for  the  crown,  but  it  was  still  the 
12th  in   14  years  for  Blosser's  proteges. 
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OHIO  UNIVERSITY  wrapped  up  its  fourth  Mid-American  Conference  All-Sports  Trophy  in  last  six  years  by  nudging  Miami  in  the  final  point  standings, 
51-48.  Pictured  above  are  the  coaches  responsible  for  another  brilliant  Bobcat  season.  Seated,  left  to  right,  are  Bob  Wren,  baseball;  Bill  Hess,  football;

Bob  Littler  Jr.  was  team  medalist  for  the  second  straight 
year  with  a  73.9  average,  just  a  tenth  of  a  stroke  off  last 
year's  mark.  His  68  against  Marshall  was  the  team's  best 
round  of  the  season.  Bob  San  tor's  141  total  gave  him  run- 
nerup  honors  in  the  MAC  tourney,  and  he  had  a  76  aver- 
age for  the  spring.  Others  with  respectable  marks  for  the 
year  included  Joe  Reichley's  74.9,  Russ  Berkoben's  75.8, 
Steve  Komarc's  76.5  and  Bob  Petrou's  77. 

MORE  THAN  HALF  a  dozen  school  track  records 
fell  during  a  season  in  which  Coach  Stan  Huntsman's  ath- 
letes compiled  a  2-1  dual  meet  record  and  a  third  place  in 
the  MAC.  Several  individuals  also  competed  in  various  re- 
lays around  the  nation. 

Three  relay  records  fell  at  the  Drake  Relays  as  the 
foursome  of  Mel  Orr,  Ron  Beganie,  Jim  Baldini  and  Barry 
Sugden  whipped  to  a  first  place  in  the  sprint  medley  relay 
in  3:20.1.  The  same  group  finished  fourth  the  second  day 
at  Drake  in  the  880-yard  relay  with  a  time  of  1:25.5,  an- 
other Ohio  record.  Sugden  and  Orr  also  were  on  the  dis- 
tance medley  team  with  Bob  Crooks  and  Bill  Heller,  taking 
third  at  Drake  in  9:54.4  for  a  third  Bobcat  mark.  Another 
relay  record  fell  at  the  MAC  championships  as  the  mile 
team  of  Baldini,  Crooks,  Sugden  and  Jim  Zettelmeyer 
turned   in    a   3:14.3    while   finishing   second. 

Sugden  accounted  for  a  school  record  in  the  440-yard 
dash  in  a  dual  meet  against  Bowling  Green  with  a  :47.2, 
and  his  1:49.3  time  in  the  880  was  the  nation's  fastest 
going  into  the  NCAA  championships.  Larry  Smith's  14:- 
22.9   in   the   three-mile   at   the   All-Ohio   was   still    another 


Ohio  standard,  as  was  Nate  Rice's  heave  of  50'1 1  J/4"  with 
the  shot  at  the  MAC. 

Huntsman  had  hopes  of  a  solid  second  place  in  the 
MAC  race  at  Oxford,  but  sprinter  Orr  pulled  up  lame  in 
the  qualifying  heats,  and  that  knocked  away  20  possible 
points.  Ohio  did  get  winning  efforts  from  Bill  Taraschke 
in  the  discus  throw  and  Sugden  in  the  440,  with  seconds 
from  Rice  in  the  shot,  Crooks  in  the  880,  Mike  Bradford 
in  the  pole  vault  and  the  mile  relay  team. 

COACH  CARROLL  WIDDOES'  tennis  team  finished 
dead  last  in  the  MAC  without  a  point,  the  only  Ohio  team 
to  finish  in  the  second  division  all  season,  but  it  wasn't  be- 
cause the  team  wasn't  giving  100  per  cent  all  the  way. 

Widdoes  moved  into  directing  tennis  on  a  full  time 
basis  in  an  effort  to  rebuild  the  sport,  and  much  progress 
was  made  despite  a  3-13  dual  record.  The  closeness  of 
several  key  sets  throughout  the  season  proved  that  a  break 
the  other  way  could  have  given  Ohio  a  few  more  wins. 
Widdoes  also  experimented  constantly,  using  10  singles  play- 
ers and   16  doubles  combinations. 

FUTURE  FOOTBALL  schedules  announced  this  sea- 
son include  some  top  names  in  football  that  will  be  Ohio's 
competition  in  coming  years.  The  1964  schedule  includes 
games  at  West  Texas  State  and  Purdue  to  open  the  season. 
In  1965,  West  Texas  will  be  in  Athens  for  the  opener,  with 
Ohio  traveling  to  Maryland  the  following  week. 

Future  committments  are  with  Purdue  in  1966,  Penn 
State  in  1967,  1969  and  1970,  William  and  Man-  in  1967 
and   1968  and  Cincinnati  in   1968  and   1969.

"X  TILTON  J.  TAYLOR,  '50,  active  in  Ohio  University 
^  alumni  affairs  since  his  graduation,  was  elected  presi- 
dent of  the  Alumni  Association  at  the  Alumni  Day  meet- 
ing of  the   Association's   Board   of  Directors.

y\R.  HOLLIS  S.  SUMMERS,  professor  of  English,  was 
^^^  named  recipient  of  the  Edwin  L.  and  Ruth  E.  Ken- 
nedy Distinguished  Professor  Award  at  the  June  7  Com- 
mencement exercises.  The  award  is  financed  through  the 
Ohio  University  Fund,  Inc.,  and  was  established  by  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Kennedy,  New  Vernon,  N.  J.,  both  Ohio  alumni, 
in  November  of  1960. 

Through  the  award  Dr.  Summers  will  receive  $1500 
and  six  months'  leave  of  absence  with  pay.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  Ohio  faculty  since  1959. 

In  making  the  award,  Vice  President  Thomas  S.  Smith 
said,  "As  a  poet,  novelist,  and  editor,  he  has  demonstrated 
his  skill  as  a  writer  and  critic.  As  a  wide-traveling  lecturer, 
as  a  member  of  many  writing  workshops,  and  especially 
as  a  teacher  in  the  classroom,  he  has  shared  his  knowledge 
of  literature  and  devotion  to  it  with  countless  students. 
Many  of  today's  young  poets  and  novelists  owe  a  debt  to 
the  teaching  of  Hollis  Summers." 

During  the  past  year,  Dr.  Summers  was  selected  as  a 
Danforth  Lecturer,  an  appointment  which  took  him  to 
numerous  campuses  across  the  country. 

Dr.  Summers  first  came  to  Ohio  University  in  1957 
as  a  Visiting  McGuffey  Professor  of  Creative  Writing  and 
returned  to  join  the  faculty  in  1959.  He  had  previously 
taught  at  the  University  of  Kentucky  where  he  was  named 
a  Distinguished  Professor  in  1958. 

In  1955  the  professor  was  granted  a  one-year  sabbatical 
leave  from  Kentucky  to  write  in  Mexico.  In  1951  he  was 
awarded  a  Ford  Foundation  study-grant  and  asked  to  serve 
as  a  consultant  for  creative  writing  programs  in  American 
colleges  and  universities.  He  has  been  a  prolific  poet  and 
is  the  author  of  three  novels. 

Listed  in  the  Directory  of  American  Scholars,  Dr.  Sum- 
mers received  Iris  A.B.  degree  from  Georgetown  College, 
M.S.  from  Bread  Loaf  School  of  English,  and  Ph.D.  from 
Iowa  State  University. 
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The  Distinguished  Professor  Award  is  granted  a  pro- 
fessor by  a  committe  of  fellow  faculty  members.  Nomina- 
tions for  the  award  are  submitted  by  the  entire  faculty. 
The  awards  are  made  on  the  basis  of  "outstanding  literary, 
historical  or  scientific  achievement,  or  other  worthy  accom- 
plishments attaining  wide  recognition,  with  emphasis  on 
excellence  of  classroom  teaching."

Medicine 

"DOR  THE  LAST  eight  years  Dr.  Joseph  D.  Boggs  has  conducted  re- 
search  in  .seeking  a  protective  vaccine  against  hepatitis,  a  disease 
that  thrives  on  the  human  liver  producing  acute  inflamation.  Dr.  Boggs 
conducted  tests  at  the  Joliet  branch  of  the  Illinois  State  Penitentiary, 
where  cultured  virus  was  injected  into  the  arms  of  two  dozen  young 
volunteers.  The  prisoners  came  down  with  all  the  symptoms  of  hepatitis 
and  after  four  weeks  of  illness  recovered.  Testing  still  continues,  and 
someday  Dr.  Boggs  may  join  the  ranks  of  Salk,  Sabin  and  Walter  Reed. 
Now  professor  of  pathology  at  the  Northwestern  University  Medical 
School,  Dr.  Boggs  has  also  served  as  a  member  of  the  staff  at  Children's 
Memorial  Hospital  in  Chicago,  111.,  an  instructor  in  pathology  at  the 
Harvard  Medical  School,  and  an  associate  pathologist  at  the  Peter  Bent 
Brigham  Hospital  in  Boston,  Mass.  Dr.  Boggs  received  his  medical  degree 
from  Jefferson  Medical  College  in  Philadelphia,  Penn.,  in  1945  and  com- 
pleted his  internship  and  residency  in  1946.  A  native  of  Bellefontaine, 
O.,  he  is  married  and  the  father  of  a  son,  Joseph  D.  Boggs,  Jr.  Out- 
side of  the  hospital  and  the  laboratory  Dr.  Boggs  and  his  family  are 
flying  enthusiasts.  He  is  a  member  of  numerous  Chicago  civic  organiza- 
tions and  has  received  several  honors  relating  to  the  field  of  medicine.

Boating 

r"PHE  NAME  OF  George  W.  "Buddy"  Byers,  Jr.,  is  one  of  the  most 
celebrated  names  in  power  boat  circles  today — and  rightfully  so, 
for  he  has  won  every  title  a  driver  could  hope  for.  The  Columbus,  O., 
native  began  his  brilliant  career  at  the  age  of  twelve  and  in  1957  won 
the  inboard  high  point  title  at  the  Scioto  Boat  Club.  Six  years  later  he 
started  toward  the  ranks  of  7  Litre  fame.  Byers  broke  his  own  speed 
record  of  113  mph  on  October  2,  1954,  when  he  was  clocked  at  115.- 
203  mph  at  Elizabeth  City,  North  Carolina.  Elected  in  1955  to  mem- 
bership in  "The  Gulf  Hall  of  Fame"  and  the  "100  Mile  an  Hour  Club," 
Byers  moved  his  speed  record  up  to  125.436  mph.  Buddy  won  his  first 
National  Championships  in  1957  at  Louisville,  Kentucky.  He  retained 
the  crown  in  1958,  a  year  in  which  he  also  copped  the  National  High 
Point  Championship  and  the  Orange  Bowl  Regatta.  In  the  past  few- 
years  Buddy  has  continued  to  remain  on  top.  He  has  won  the  Orange 
Bowl  "Grand  Prix"  event  three  times,  retained  the  honor  of  National 
High  Point  Champion,  and  has  been  World  Champion.  Byers  is  vice 
president  of  George  Byers  Sons,  Inc.,  an  automobile  dealer  in  Columbus, 
Ohio.  He  is  married  to  the  former  Diane  Noland,  and  the  father  of  three 
children.

Nuclear  Physics 

rpHIRTEEN  YEARS  AGO  a  young  physicist  opened  the  world's 
first  atomic  drugstore  and  began  the  business  of  retailing  atomic 
medicine — a  service  which  proved  a  god-send  to  medium  and  small 
hospitals  in  the  treatment  and  diagnosis  of  cancer  and  other  diseases. 
The  idea  was  originated  and  worked  out  by  Dr.  Wilfred  Konneker,  now 
president  of  Nuclear  Consultants  Corporation,  St.  Louis,  Missouri.  To- 
day, more  than  100  hospitals  in  the  midwest  have  contracts  with  NCC 
for  the  drugs,  called  radio  pharmaceuticals  by  Dr.  Konneker.  NCC  also 
does  a  large  amount  of  atomic  detective  work  for  industry.  It  engages, 
too,  in  research  ranging  from  how  to  take  Strontium  90  out  of  milk  to 
how  to  make  sewage  disposal  plants  more  efficient,  using  radiation.  NCC 
is  one  of  only  four  radio  pharmaceutical  firms  in  the  country  today.  Dr. 
Konneker,  who  worked  as  an  electronics  specialist  on  the  atomic  bomb 
during  the  war,  was  awarded  his  doctoral  degree  from  Washington 
University  of  St.  Louis  in  1950.  Graduated  cum  laude  from  Ohio,  he 
was  a  member  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  and  Sigma  Pi  Sigma.  Dr.  Konneker 
is  married  to  the  former  Ann  Lee  Hancock  and  has  one  daughter,  Bar- 
bara Lynn.

WIDDOES  guided  the  football  Bobcats 
for  nine  years,  1949-1957,  and  won  the 
Mid-American  Conference  championship 
in    1953. 


/CARROLL  C.  WIDDOES  has  been  named  an  Hon- 
^-'orary  Ohio  Alumnus  by  the  Ohio  University  Alumni 
Association. 

Each  year  the  Alumni  Association  selects  an  individual 
or  individuals  who  have  contributed  their  time  and  talents 
in    furthering    the    development   of    Ohio    University. 

"Wid,"  as  he  is  known  to  many  friends  both  on  and 
off  the  campus,  was  graduated  from  Otterbein  College  in 
1926.  The  son  of  missionary  parents,  he  spent  most  of  his 
childhood  in  the  Philippine  Islands  before  moving  to  South- 
western Ohio  with  them  in  his  early  teens. 

The  former  Ohio  head  football  coach  has  spent  most 
of  his  life  instructing  young  men  and  women  in  the  finer 
points  of  athletic  competition.  His  coaching  career  began 
at  Longfellow  Junior  High  School  in  Massillon  immediately 
following  his   graduation   from   Otterbein. 

Eight  years  later  Widdoes  accompanied  the  great  Paul 
Brown  to  the  football  coaching  staff  at  Massillon  High 
School.  The  next  stop  on  the  success  ladder  was  Ohio  State, 
where  he  was  again  an  aide  to  Brown. 

"Wid"  took  over  the  head  job  at  Ohio  State  for  two 
years,  1944  and  1945.  His  undefeated  team  of  1944  (9-0) 
won  for  him  the  national  title  of  Coach  of  the  Year.  His 
1945  squad  compiled  a  7-2  record  before  he  relinquished 
the  reigns   to  move  back   as  an  assistant. 

1949  found  Widdoes  leaving  Columbus  for  Athens 
and  the  head  football  coaching  job  and  athletic  director- 
ship of  Ohio  University.  Four  years  later  his  Bobcats  won 
the  school's  first  Mid-American  Conference  grid  title.  This 
achievement  won  for  him  the  title  of  Ohio  College  Coach 
of  the  Year. 

Widdoes  relinquished  the  head  football  job  in  1958 
but  retained  his  title  as  athletic  director  through  1961.  He 
then  stepped  down  to  devote  full-time  as  an  assistant  pro- 
fessor of  physical  education.  An  urgent  call  was  sent  out 
this  year  to  help  the  sagging  Bobcat  tennis  fortunes,  and 
"Wid"  got  the  call. 


During  the  final  two  years  of  his  direction  of  the  ath- 
letic department,  Ohio  won  the  Mid-American  Conference 
all-sports  trophy  designating  overall  supremacy  of  nine 
sports  contested  by  the  seven  league  schools. 

"Wid"  and  his  wife,  Vi,  reside  at  67  Morris  Avenue 
in  Athens  and  are  avid  bowling,  golf  and  fishing  enthusiasts. 
They  are  the  parents  of  three  grown  sons.
